Samuel U Williams contributes tin 


following Interesting article to Mun- 
soy's Magazine: 


"All along the Atlantic coast, from 


Cape Hatteras to Key West there U 
a fringe of Islands, long and narrow, 
originally mere sand-bars piled up by 
the sea. but. now covered with tall 
pine forests and the rich vegetation 
of the south.

commercial men who travel through 
the cotton growing states say that the 
growers were eager to buy any thing 
that was offered. 


It mattered not whether, tho articles

money came easy and was 
spent 


recklessly. 
These conditions are a 


detriment to the welfare of the coun- 
try, and the South will bo years In 
recovering and settling back to nor- 
mal condition.

his name and residence, will receive a ballot from the ballot clerk, which must havo indorsed thereon the names or initials of both Iballoi 
clerks, and no other ballot can ba used. Upon receiving his ballot, the voter must retire alone to a booth or compartment and prepare the 
same for voting. A ballot clnrk may inform the .voter as to the proper manner of marking a ballot, bat he mast not advise or indicate in any 
manner whom to vote for. 
The voter if he wishes to vote for all the candidates nominated by any party, should make a cross mark, X, un- 


der the party designation printed at the top of the ballot in the circle made for that purpose. A ballot so marked and- having no other 
mark, will be counted for all of the candidates of^that party in the column underneath, unless the names of some of tlie candidates of the 
party have been erauud or a cross mark be placed in the square under the name or at any place in the space occupied by the name or names 
of candidates in another column, and will be counted for all names written in lieu of one erased. If (ho voter wishes to vote for some of the 
candidates of different political parties, he should make a cross mark under the name of eaoh candidate he desires to vote for, or at any place 
within the space in which the name is printed. If he wishes to vote for a person for a certain office, whose name is not on the ballot, he 
most write the name in the blank space under the printed name of tho candidate for the offidfe. The ballot should not-be marked in any 
other manner. If the ballot be spoilnd; it must.bS returned to the ballot clerk, who must wane another in its stead, bat not more than three 
in all to any one voter. Five minutes'time is allowed in booth to mark ballot Unofficial ballots or memorandum to assist the voter in 
marking his ballot, can be taken into the booth, and may be used to copy from. The ballot must not be shown so that any person can see 
how it has been marked by the voter. After it is marked, it should be folded so that the inside cannot be seen, but BO that the printed in- 
dorsements and signatures of the ballot clerks on the outside maybe seen. 
Then the voter should pa«s out of the booth, or compartment, 


give his name to the inspector in charge of the ballot box, hand him his ballot to be placed in the box, and pass oat of the voting place. A 
voter* who declares to the presiding officer that he is unable to read, or that by reason of physical disability he is unable to mark his ballot 
can have assistance of one or two election officers in marking the same, to ba chosen by the voter; and if he declares that he is totally blinc 
he may be assisted by any person chosen by him from among the legal voters of the city.
